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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
L Claims 1-8 and 16-34, drawn to a two (or more) unit mixing apparatus, 

classified in class 366, subclass 154.1. 
II. Claims 9-15, drawn to a method of a first substance (such as anti- 
pathogen compound) and a second substance (such as red blood cell 
concentrate), classified in class 435, subclass 2. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the method could be practice without two units, for example be 
mixing is a single beaker in two or more stages. Also, the apparatus could be used to 
mixing many types of materials, such as oil, water and vinegar, none of which damages 
another. "Expressions relating the apparatus to contents thereof during an intended 
operation are of no significance in determining the patentability of the apparatus claim." 
Ex Parte Thilbault, 164 USPQ 666, 667 (Bd. App. 1969). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. A telephone call was made to Jeffery t. Klayman on 1 5 August 2005 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
